Paul Klempa begins his third season leading the Husker bowling 
program in 2021-22, as he was tabbed to replace legendary coach Bill 
Straub on Sept. 3, 2019. 


Klempa, who has been a part of the Husker program since it was elevated 
to varsity status in 1997, has been instrumental in building Nebraska 
bowling into a dynasty over the past quarter century. Since becoming an 
NCAA sport in 2004, the Huskers have won a nation-leading six national 
titles and finished runner-up on four more occasions. 

Klempa spent 22 seasons as an assistant, serving a majority of the 2013- 
14 season as NU’s interim head coach, before taking over prior to the 
2019-20 season. In his first two seasons as head coach, Klempa has put his 
own stamp on the program, coaching a pair of NTCA Bowlers of the Year, 
five All-Americans and guiding the Huskers to the national title in 2021. 

The 2021 season continued the Huskers’ success under Klempa, as 
the program won its sixth NCAA title and first since 2015. Crystal Elliot 
was named NCAA Tournament MVP and NTCA Player of the Year, as she 
ranked in the top three nationally in traditional average and baker frame 
average. Kayla Verstraete and Cassidy Ray also earned All-America honors, 
while NU posted top-five finishes in all six tournaments. Klempa was named 
the NTCA National Coach of the Year for his efforts. 

While Klempa’s first season was shortened by the COVID-19 pandemic, 
the Huskers finished the season ranked third nationally, while Raquel 
Orozco was named NTCA Division | Bowler of the Year and was selected 
as Nebraska's Female Student-Athlete of the Year. 

Klempa’s association with the Nebraska bowling program dates back to 
1992. After a collegiate career in which he earned All-America honors as a 
senior in 1994, Klempa remained in Lincoln and was hired as the Huskers’ 
assistant coach in 1997 - the first season bowling became a varsity sport 
at Nebraska. 

During his tenure at Nebraska, Klempa has helped guide the Huskers 
to eight national championships - including back-to-back NCAA titles in 
2004 and 2005, and NCAA championships in 2009, 2013, 2015 and 2021. 
In the 18 years that the NCAA has sponsored bowling, Nebraska is the only 
program to have qualified for the NCAA Championship in every season. 
He has tutored eight National Collegiate Bowlers of the Year, 35 bowlers 
who have combined for 74 NTCA All-America awards and 14 student- 
athletes who went on to represent various national teams. 

A native of Johnstown, N.Y., Klempa graduated from Nebraska in 1994 
with a degree in psychology. He owns several 300 games and 800 series 
in his decorated career, has represented Nebraska in the U.S. Open and is 
also a State Match Game champion. Klempa and his wife, Leanna, reside 
in Lincoln and have two sons, Jake and Carter. 


JULIA BOND 


ASSISTANT COACH | FIRST SEASON 


Education: B.A. in Forensic Science 
University of Nebraska, 2019 


Julia Bond is in her first season as an assistant coach after joining the 
Husker coaching staff in September of 2021. 

“We are all pleased to welcome Julia Bond back into our Husker Bowling 
family. She will do great things for the program, and we are all excited to 
have her join us in our quest for back-to-back national championships,” 
said Klempa. “Julia had an incredible Husker career and has gone on to 
find success in the professional ranks. This summer, she won the prestigious 
Queen's title on the professional tour. These experiences will help her to 
guide our players and pass along her knowledge of competing at an elite 
level. Julia is a fierce competitor who never does anything halfway. She 
will bring that fire into her new position, and we will all welcome it.” 

Bond, a four-time All-American as a collegian, returns to her alma 
mater after winning a pair of events on the Professional Women’s Bowling 
Association in 2021, highlighted by United States Bowling Congress 
Queens in May. She has also been a member of Team USA since 2017. 
Before turning professional, she was the 2017 U.S. Amateur Champion 
and earned runner-up honors the following year. 

“\'m extremely excited to be returning,” said Bond. “It was amazing to 
be a part of the program as a player, but now being on the other side as 
a coach is an absolute honor. Collegiate bowling has a special place in 
my heart and to be involved again at my alma mater is more than | could 
ever ask for.” 

As a Husker, Bond enjoyed one of the most decorated careers in 
program history. She finished her career third in career average (210.092) 
and won six events and posted 21 top-five finishes in her career. In 
2015, she was named the Most Outstanding Bowler at the NCAA 
Championships, helping the Huskers to an NCAA title. She was a two- 
time NCAA All-Tournament selection, helping the Huskers to a national 
title and two NCAA runner-up finishes. 

Bond, who graduated trom Nebraska in 2019 with a degree in forensic 
science, also shined in the classroom. She was a two-time NTCA Scholastic 
All-American (2015-16) and a three-time Academic All-Big Ten selection 
(2016-17-18). She was a nine-time member of the Nebraska Scholar- 
Athlete Honor Roll.

In 2020-21, the Husker bowling team finished the academic year with 
a team GPA of 3.209 to rank among the national leaders. Three Huskers 
were named to the NTCA All-Academic Team while seven bowlers were 
named Academic All-Big Ten. 

Hastings’ work with the bowling program has helped Nebraska earn 
recognition from the NCAA for having a multi-year Academic Progress 
Rate (APR) in the top 10 percent nationally in each of the past three years. 

Before coming to Lincoln, Hastings was a mathematics learning 
specialist for Student Support Services at UNL. She was also a secondary 
mathematics teacher at Grand Island High School. 

A Grand Island native, Hastings earned her bachelor's degree in 
secondary mathematics from UNL in 1987.

Burton came to Nebraska from Texas Tech, where he served as an 
associate athletic director for compliance for one year. While at Texas 
Tech, Burton helped complete the NCAA investigation into the Red 
Raider athletic department and analyzed the entire compliance system at 
the institution. He also helped identify and implement financial aid and 
eligibility systems, including changes in personnel and restructuring of the 
compliance department. 

Burton, who was a member of the NCAA Division | women’s soccer 
committee for three years and was a member of the NCAA Division | 
bowling committee, served as a legislative administrator for the NCAA 
from 1989 to 1993. At the NCAA, he was involved in the development 
of legislation, interpretation of regulations and reviewed legal issues 
related to the application of the association's regulations. He served as an 
NCAA liaison to committees and conducted comprehensive education to 
several intercollegiate athletic conferences. He has served on the National 
Association of Athletic Compliance Coordinators Executive Committee and 
the subcommittee of Big 12 Directors of Compliance. 

He received his bachelor’s degree in finance from Nebraska in 1985 and 
his juris doctorate from the Nebraska College of Law in 1989. A native of 
Falls City, Neb., Burton and his wife, Krista, have a daughter, Elly Kathryn, 
and sons Robert Falk, McClain John and Abram Lawslo. 
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The Nebraska bowling team is excited about the prospects for the 
2021-22 season after bringing home their sixth NCAA title last season. 
The Huskers will have a full schedule in 2021-22 after having just five 
meets because of the COVID-19 pandemic last season. 

The Huskers look forward to the challenge of repeating as national 
champions in 2020-21. Despite winning six NCAA titles, NU has repeated 
only once since the sport became an NCAA sport in 2003-04. 

After winning National Bowler-of-the-Year honors in 2021, Crystal Elliott 
was promoted to co-captain this season alongside seniors Michelle Guarro 
and Cassidy Ray. This year, NU returns its top seven bowlers along with 
a trio of redshirts and freshman Anna Callan. NU has a lot of experience 
with two seniors and four juniors among its roster. 

NU also retooled its coaching staff after the departure of assistant 
coach Shannon Pluhowsky, but adds another former Husker legend, as 
Julia Bond joined the coaching staff in September. Bond, a former four- 
time All-American at NU, recently won two Professional Women’s Bowling 
Association events in 2021. 

Michelle Guarro is one of the most experienced bowlers on the team. 
She competed at all five tournaments during the 2020-21 season and 
the NCAA championships, contributing as the lead bowler every game. 
During the regular season, Guarro averaged 191.64 and averaged a 
season-high 211.25 at the Big Red Invitational. 

“Every season she gets better than the last,” Klempa said. “She asserts 
herself as a starter and solid lead off bowler and looks like it will be the 
same while she continues to improve.” 

Two-time All-American Cassidy Ray returns for her second year as co- 
captain after earning third-team NTCA All-America honors last season. 
She raised her average by more than five pins per game, with a mark of 
208.11. She had a pair of top-10 finishes, highlighted by her seventh- 
place performance with a 226.75 average at the Big Red Invitational. Ray 
has only improved with her time as a Husker and is prepared to finish 
strong in her final season. 

“Cassidy is striving for another All-American title this season,” said 
Klempa. “She continues to be a solid contributor to the team as one of 
our captains.” 

Crystal Elliott made an immediate impact in her first season as a Husker 
after transferring from Duquesne. She competed at every tournament and 
the NCAA Championship, averaging a 213.00 with three top-five finishes 
in five events. She averaged a 200 or better in four tournaments, including 
a season-best of 231 at the Big Red Invitational. Elliott earned several

accolades including First-Team All-American, NCAA Tournament MVP, 
and NTCA Bowler of the Year. 

“Last year, we made the necessary adjustments putting her as the 
anchor on the team,” Klempa said about Elliott. “This year she is more 
comfortable and back with a vengeance.” 

Kendyl Hofmeister competed in every event during her sophomore 
year. Her highlight of the season was at the Big Red Invitational with 
an average of 223. She has been a standout in the classroom, earning 
Academic All-Big Ten honors in 2021. With another year of experience, 
Hofmeister looks to become a regular in the lineup this coming season. 

“Kendyl is steady and dependable,” Klempa said. “She is fighting for

starting time and it could be this season where she becomes a regular 
starter.” 

Following her breakout season, Gwen Maeha made two appearances 
in the 2020-21 season, including the NCAA Championships.

As 
Maeha continues to improve, she continues to fight for a regular lineup 
spot. 

“Last season was her breakout season,” Klempa said about Maeha. 
“Gwen was able to play on television, and | look for her to continue to 
improve this season.” 

Amara Smith Speights returns to the team after competing in two 
tournaments last season. She finished her season with her best average of 
190 at the NCAA Championships. She rounded out the season by winning 
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the Arthur Ashe Jr. Sports Scholar Award. With her continued dedication 
and improvement, Smith Speights will push for a spot in the Husker lineup. 

“Amara has had a steady career so far,” said Klempa. “Last year was 
her best year so far and if she continues to improve, she can contribute 
in a big way.” 

Kayla Verstraete returns to the lineup after a strong 2021 season where 
she was a second-team All-American and was named to the NTCA All- 
Freshman Team. She averaged a 213.00 in four regular-season events and 
posted three top-20 finishes. Her best event was the Big Red Invitational, 
where she placed third with an average of 233.5. She also earned runner- 
up honors at the Music City Classic. Verstraete looks to solidify her place 
as a regular in Nebraska’s lineup. 

“Last year was Kayla’s first year of collegiate competition,” Klempa said. 
“She will be looking for another All-America honor, and is just starting to 
scratch the surface of her potential.” 

Marissa Cosentini returns to NU after her first year on the team. As 
a member of the team, she earned the Tom Osborne Citizenship Team 
honors. Cosentini will continues to improve to fight for play time. 

“Marissa is pushing for playing time,” said Klempa. “She has a lot of 
natural ability and made strides during her redshirt season. She has a lot of 
natural ability and has the talent to perform at a high level.” 

Alexia Cassman returns to the team after walking on to the Husker 
program. She earned a spot on the Nebraska Scholar-Athlete Honor Roll 
in the Fall of 2020. Cassman looks to keep pushing for her time to bowl. 

“Alexia is determined to be a regular starter,” Klempa said. “She is the 
hardest worker on the team and is patiently waiting for her opportunity.” 

Alexis Buchert returns to the team after redshirting her first season. 
She earned a spot on the Nebraska Scholar-Athlete Honor Roll last spring 
and was named to the Tom Osborne Citizenship Team. With a year of 
experience, she is poised to make a jump in 2021-22. 

“Alexis has made really good progress,” said Klempa. “She is really 
driven and has been taking her game to the next level. She is an excellent 
student and an excellent person.” 

Freshman Anna Callan was a four-time single state qualifier and a 
two-time team-state qualifier in her native Wisconsin. In 2021, she was 
crowned a champion of the Junior Bowler Scholars Tour. In 2020, she 
claimed another championship title at the Midwest Youth Championships. 
Callan will look to break into a talented Husker rotation this season. 

“Anna is our lone freshman this season," Klempa said. “She is a really 
solid player as a freshman, and | expect her to be challenging for playing 
time right away. Anna is very coachable, and | am looking for big things 
from her this year and in the future.” 
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Gwen Maeha competed in a pair of events in 2020-21, earning her first top-10 finish at the Prairie View Invitational.

2020-21 (SENIOR) 

Guarro was the lead bowler in the lineup and co-captain for the national 
champion Huskers in 2020-21. She competed at all five regular-season 
tournaments and in the NCAA Championships. Guarro’s season-high finish 
was 18th at the Big Red Invitational with an average of 211.25. She finished 
the season with an average of 187.25. Guarro was named Academic All-Big 
Ten for the second consecutive year and also earned a spot on the 2021

Cassidy Ray returns to lead the Huskers after earning All-American 
honors in each of the past two seasons. Ray is a three-year starter who 
has improved her average each year of her career. She will be one of the 
anchors for the 2021-22 Huskers.

Kayla Verstraete burst on the scene as a redshirt freshman and sparked 
the Huskers to their first NCAA title since 2015. The Loves Park, Ill., native 
moved into the lineup early in the year and began her Husker career with 
three straight top-10 finishes. One of three returning All-Americans, she 
will be counted on to be a mainstay of the NU lineup in 2021-22. 


Verstraete had a breakout season as a redshirt freshman, as she was 
named second-team NTCA All-American and NTCA All-Freshman. 
Verstraete, averaging 213.00 on the year, made her first career appearance 
at the Prairie View Invitational to place ninth with an average of 199.00. 
Building off her performance, Verstraete went on to earn a third place 
finish at the Big Red Invitational with a season-high average of 233.5. The 
next week she placed second at the Music City Classic, one of the largest 
competitions the Huskers went to this season, to bowl a 216.80 over five 
games.

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It has not happened very often in Nebraska 
bowling history where the Huskers were on the 
brink of early postseason elimination, but 2021 
was unlike any season in school history. 

From a compressed schedule to one of 
the most youthful rosters in program history, 
the Huskers faced obstacles throughout the 
season, none bigger than the opening day of 
the 2021 NCAA Championships in Kansas City. 
The Huskers, the No. 2 overall seed, dropped 
a stunning first-round match to unheralded 
Medaille, putting Nebraska in the consolation 
bracket against Mount St. Mary’s with the loser 
ending its season early. 

Competing in the Mega Match format, the 
Huskers fell behind by losing the traditional 
match and needed to win the final two matches 
in the format to stave off elimination. It looked 
bleak for the Huskers, who fell behind by 76 pins

in the best-of-five game format, but NU rallied 
and pulled within six heading into the final 
game. The Huskers completed the rally with a 
215-160 victory, converting on a pair of strikes 
while Mount St. Mary's had two consecutive 
open frames. The Huskers then won the final 
match, 4-1 to keep their season alive. 

“Today was a real struggle for most of the 
day,” Head Coach Paul Klempa said after the 
first day of NCAAs. “But the team responded 
when their season was on the line and found 
a way to show grit and determination to stay 
alive in the bracket. | was proud of how the team 
refused to lose when their backs were against 
the wall.” 

With a roster that featured just two bowlers 
with previous NCAA experience and just three 
juniors and seniors, it took a while for the 
Huskers to find the optimum lineup. Nebraska

had just five regular season tournaments — all in 
the spring — and started slowly before posting 
back-to-back runner-up finishes at the Music 
City Classic and the Mid-Winter Invitational. 

The Huskers battled back to eliminate 
Medaille, setting up a showdown with 
Vanderbilt with a berth in the championship 
round on the line. The Huskers needed to 
beat the Commodores twice to advance. After 
dropping the traditional game, 1,003-952, the 
Huskers won the five-game baker match as 
the lineup of Michelle Guarro, Gwen Maeha, 
Kayla Verstraete, Cassidy Ray and Crystal Elliott 
powered the Huskers to the best-of-seven baker 
match, which the Huskers won in five games to 
set up a rematch. 

Once again, it came down to the final game 
in the best-of-seven format as the teams split 
the first six games. Nebraska came through late, 
posting a 214-191 win in the decisive game to 
advance to the championship round. 

"With their season on the line at all times and 
a long road to get through the regional bracket, 
they continued to persevere, grind and perform 
like champions,” Klempa said. “Cassidy and 
Crystal made extremely clutch shots when their 
team needed them most in a game seven for all 
the marbles. It was an incredible performances 
under intense pressure. Maeha also made 
several key shots throughout the match that 
helped set things up for her teammates.” 

The Huskers continued to build the 
momentum against Arkansas State in the 
semifinal, posting a 2-0 victory. NU won the 
traditional match with a 1,096-1,075 victory as 
Elliott and Verstraete each posted a 247 while 
Ray added a 224 for the Big Red. NU completed 
the sweep winning the Baker match, 1,046- 
1,033, to set up a showdown with top-seeded 
McKendree. 

Despite solid scores from Elliott (221) and 
Verstraete (201), the Huskers lost the traditional 
round, but took control in the Baker format. NU

jumped to a 40-pin lead after one game and 
extended it to 76 en route to a 1,074-916 rout. 

With the series tied, the two teams faced off 
in a best-of-seven baker match. McKendree won 
two of the first three games, but the Huskers 
roared by winning the next three games, 
including a 210-194 triumph in the finale, to 
advance to the national championship match for 
the 10th time in program history and a rematch 
with Arkansas State. 

After dropping the opening game, Nebraska 
would find its rhythm in the second game. 
After two straight frames to open the contest, 
Verstraete, Ray and Elliott combined for three 
straight strikes for the Big Red, while Arkansas 
State had a couple of open frames to give NU 
a commanding lead on its way to a 235-194 
victory. 

Nebraska kept the pressure on in the 
following game, using five straight strikes to 
build a lead. Arkansas State closed with five 
straight strikes, but Elliot's spare in the 10th 
frame was more than enough to close out a 210- 
190 win. Nebraska started slowly in game four, 
but got three straight strikes from Verstraete, 
Ray and Elliott to build a 25-pin lead and move 
one game away from the title. 

The finale was close early on, as Nebraska built 
an early 13-point lead after three frames, only to 
see Arkansas State come back with strikes in the 
fourth and fifth frames to take a nine-pin lead 
after five frames. Guarro got a spare in the sixth 
frame before Maeha, Verstraete and Ray rolled 
three straight strikes. ASU had open frames in 
both the seventh and eighth, giving the Huskers 
the victory. 

"This team has worked so hard to get to this 
moment, and we took it and ran with it,” Ray 
said after the win over Arkansas State. “After 


Wednesday (losing in the first round), | wasn't 
sure what to expect, but we earned that win.” 

“This season has had its ups and downs, but 
honestly there is no better feeling in the world 
than bowling with these ladies and achieving the 
ultimate goal in collegiate bowling,” said Elliott, 
who was named MVP of the NCAA Tournament. 

“| could not be more proud of this group,” 
Klempa said after the title match. “They just 
kept pushing and grinding until they reached 
their ultimate goal. The team executed both 
physically and emotionally exactly how we had 
planned and prepared.” 

The national title was the sixth NCAA title 
by the Huskers since 2004 and the eighth since 
bowling was elevated to varsity sport status at 
Nebraska in 1998. 

The Huskers were recognized for their effort 
as Klempa was named the Bill Straub NTCA 
National Coach of the Year for guiding the 
Huskers to a season with six top-five finishes in 
just six events and an NCAA title. 

Elliott capped her first year as a Husker by 
being named a first-team All-American and 
NTCA Bowler of the Year, as she ranked second 
nationally in traditional scoring (216.00) and 
third in baker format (21.35 per frame) during 
the regular season. She placed in the top-15 in 
all five regular season tournaments. 

Elliott was one of three Huskers named All- 
American, joining Verstraete (second team) and 
Ray (third team). Verstraete had three top-10 
finishes in five events, highlighted by a second- 
place finish at the Music City Classic. Ray, a 
team co-captain, garnered All-America honors 
for the second straight year and recorded top- 
20 performances in all five tournaments during 
the regular season.

NEBRASKA BOWLING: UNMATCHED CHAMPIONSHIP TRADITION 


In its 24 years as a varsity sport, Nebraska has become one of the top 
programs in the nation, winning eight national titles, including six NCAA 
Championships. Under Paul Klempa, who succeeded legendary coach 
Bill Straub in 2019, the Huskers have continued that dominance, winning 
a national title in 2021 and having back-to-back bowlers named the NTCA 
Division | Player of the Year. 

In 2021, the Huskers rebounded from losing its opening match to win 
seven straight matches en route to the program's first NCAA title since 2015. 
Sophomore Crystal Elliott was named the tournament's Most Outstanding 
Player, capping a season where she also won NTCA Bowler of the Year. In 
2020, Raquel Orozco was named the 2020 NTCA Division | Player of the Year, 
as the Huskers were in contention for the national crown before the season 
was cut short by the COVID-19 pandemic. 

Straub built a legacy of success in his time at Nebraska bowling, winning 
seven national championships, including five NCAA titles since capturing 
the inaugural crown in 2004. Once bowling became an NCAA-sanctioned 
sport in the fall of 2003, the Huskers won back-to-back titles in 2004 and 
2005 and captured another in 2009. The Huskers again added to their trophy 
case in 2013. After a runner-up finish in 2014, the Huskers stormed to their 
nation-leading fifth NCAA crown in 2015, behind National Tenpin Coaches 
Association Player of the Year Lizabeth Kuhlkin and NCAA Championship 
Most Valuable Bowler Julia Bond. 

Nebraska has won 111 tournament titles in 232 competitions through the 
2020-21 campaign including national championship tournaments. Straub 
and Klempa have created a dynamic foundation for Nebraska's success. 
With a world-wide approach to recruiting, Nebraska bowlers have been well- 
represented in national and international competitions. 

A total of 14 Husker bowlers have qualified for their national teams, 
including U.S. National Team members Shannon Pluhowsky, Diandra Asbaty 
(Hyman), Brenda Edwards, Kayla Johnson, Elise Bolton, Lizabeth Kuhlkin 
and most recently Julia Bond. Recent Huskers Danielle van der Meer 
(Netherlands), Valerie Calberry (Canada), Shalima Zalsha (Indonesia), Tan Yan 
Ling (Singapore), Andrea Ruiz (Colombia), Bethany Hedley (England) and 
Alexandra Mosquera (Colombia) all have earned spots on their national team. 

While the Husker team accomplishments have been paramount, numerous 
bowlers have also enjoyed individual success. NU has had at least one All- 
American in each of the last 28 years, dating back to the bowling club

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program days. Since 1989, 36 Huskers have combined for a total of 78 All- 
America awards, while Kim Berke (1992), Diandra Hyman (2000), Shannon 
Pluhowsky (2001, 2004, 2005), Lindsay Baker (2006), Amanda Burgoyne 
(2007), Cassandra Leuthold (2010), Lizabeth Kuhlkin (2015), Raquel Orozco 
(2020) and Crystal Elliott (2021) were each chosen as the National Collegiate 
Bowler of the Year. 

Nebraska has provided the vision of the future for collegiate bowling, 
championing the sport at the national level through its club program days. 
Straub and Klempa teamed for the first year of bowling as a varsity sport 
at Nebraska in 1997-98. The first year was historic in several respects, but 
most important was granting of the first full scholarship in the sport's history 
to Jennifer Daugherty, who went on to earn first-team All-America honors 
in both 1998 and 1999. In the 17 seasons that the NCAA has sanctioned 
bowling, Nebraska is the only program to qualify for the NCAA Championship 


every season.

The half-time position - which was restructured to an expected term of 
five years - reports directly to Chancellor Ronnie Green and consults with the 
Athletic Director. The representative splits academic year time equally between 
academic responsibilities and faculty representative duties. 

Fuess, the Steinhart Distinguished Professor of Business and former chair of 
the College of Business’ economics department, has worked at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln since 1986. He serves on the Faculty Senate's Intercollegiate 
Athletics Committee, having chaired the committee for 2018-19 and a sub- 
committee in 2017-18. 

In August 2018, Fuess was named director of the university's cross-disciplinary 
master’s degree program that offers a specialization in intercollegiate athletics 
administration. The program - which has been completed by 48 Huskers - is built 
on MBA coursework, allowing students to earn hands-on experiences through 
Nebraska Athletics, industry professionals, other universities and alumni. 

Fuess earned a bachelor’s degree from the University of Delaware, as well 
as master's and doctoral degrees from Purdue University. His research interests 
revolve around issues of economics, primarily in labor, collegiate athletics and 
Japan.

Ted Carter became the eighth president of the University of Nebraska on 
Jan. 1, 2020. 

As president, Carter leads a four-campus university system that enrolls nearly 
52,000 students and employs 16,000 faculty 
and staff on campuses in Lincoln, Omaha 
and Kearney, plus academic divisions and 
research and extension centers across the 
state. He serves as chief spokesman and 
chief executive officer for the system, which 
operates on a $2.8 billion annual budget 
and includes a flagship Big Ten institution, 
a world-renowned academic health sciences 
center, Division | athletics programs, and 
preeminent institutes focused on water and 
agriculture, national security and defense, 
infectious disease and early childhood education. 

Carter brought with him a distinguished record in education, partnerships 
and military service, having come to Nebraska from the U.S. Naval Academy, 
his alma mater, where he served as superintendent. Under his leadership, the 
Naval Academy achieved a No. 1 national ranking and new records in student 
success and diversity. Carter previously was president of the U.S. Naval War 
College in Newport, R.I. A retired Vice Admiral with 38 years of service, Carter 
has logged more than 6,300 flying hours and holds the American record for 
carrier-arrested landings. 

In his first year at the University of Nebraska — faced with the unexpected and 
unprecedented challenges presented by COVID-19 - Carter has led with a focus 
on the land-grant priorities of access and opportunity for students and families. 
He launched the Nebraska Promise, a financial aid program guaranteeing free 
tuition for low- and middle-income Nebraskans, and implemented a multi-year 
budget plan that included a two-year, across-the-board tuition freeze. The 
result was system-wide growth in enrollment, including record gains among 
underrepresented students. 

Carter oversaw the awarding of a $92 million federal contract for the university's 
National Strategic Research Institute, one of only 14 University-Affiliated Research 
Centers in the country conducting exclusive research forthe Department of Defense. 
During Carter's tenure, the NU system has been ranked among the world’s top 
100 institutions for earning research patents, the Omaha campus was selected 
as the home for a new federal counterterrorism research center, the Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources launched a new effort focused on rural vitality, 
and the medical center opened an education, training and preparedness facility 
that positions Nebraska as the world leader in the fight against infectious disease. 

Carter serves as the chair of the Daugherty Water for Food Global Institute’s 
Board of Directors. He is a board member for the Greater Omaha Chamber of 
Commerce, the Nebraska State Chamber of Commerce and Industry, the Naval 
Historical Foundation and the Naval Aviation Museum Foundation. Carter is also 
a member of the Aspen Institute’s Higher Education Working Group and the 
Association of Public and Land-Grant Universities’ Council of Presidents. He is 
an ex-officio member on the board of the University of Nebraska Foundation, the 
philanthropic partner of the university system that has a $1.7 billion endowment. 

Carter earned his bachelor’s degree in physics and oceanography from the 
U.S. Naval Academy, where he played hockey and served as team captain. He is 
a graduate of the Navy Fighter Weapons School (Top Gun) and holds educational 
credentials from the Navy Nuclear Power School, the U.S. Air Force Air War 
College, the Naval War College and the Armed Forces Staff College. Carter's 
military career includes service for the Carrier Strike Group Twelve, in which he 
commanded 20 ships, two nuclear-powered aircraft carriers, and two carrier wings 
that were deployed to Afghanistan and the Arabian Gulf. 

The son of an English teacher, Carter was raised in the rural, one-high school 
town of Burrillville, R.l. He and his wife, Lynda, live in Lincoln and have two adult 
children, Brittany and Christopher.

A veteran administrator and College Football Hall of Famer, Trev Alberts was 
named Vice Chancellor for Athletics at the University of Nebraska on July 14, 
2021. Alberts returned to his alma mater 
after spending 12 years at Nebraska- 
Omaha, guiding the program through a 
successful transition to the Division | level. 
Alberts’ tenure leading UNO athletics 
was marked by successes in competition 
and in academics; by transitioning the 
university's athletic programs to NCAA 
Division | in 2011; and by establishing new 
homes for many UNO athletics teams, 
including Baxter Arena, the Maverick Park 
baseball/softball complex and the soccer 
pitch at Caniglia Field. 
Alberts took the bold step in announcing 
that Omaha would reclassify from Division 
Il to Division | in all sports in 2011 and 
simultaneously securing conference 
affiliation with the Summit League for all of the department's then-Division II 
programs. His vision for UNO’s reclassifying teams was demonstrated even 
before the four-year transition period had ended. The Omaha baseball team won 
back-to-back Summit League regular-season championships in 2013 and 2014, 
while the men’s basketball team made its first Division | postseason appearance 
in 2014 with a berth in the Collegelnsider.com Postseason Tournament. 
During UNO's time in the Division | ranks under Alberts tenure, the Mavericks 
had six teams and four student-athletes qualify for the NCAA Tournament,

including hockey advancing to the Frozen Four in 2015 and men’s soccer 
reaching the second round of the NCAA Tournament in the spring of 2021. He 
also expanded opportunities, adding men’s golf and men’s soccer in 2011 and 
Omaha will begin a men’s swimming and diving program in 2021-22. 

Throughout his tenure in Omaha, Alberts was focused on enhancing the 
student-athlete experience, including the construction and staffing of the 
Hamilton Academic Excellence Room and the development of the Ethel S. 
Abbott Student-Athlete Development Wing. Those efforts paid off in Nebraska- 
Omaha student-athletes posting consistent collective semester grade point 
averages above 3.3 for 18 consecutive semesters, including at least a 3.5 in 
each of his final three semesters. 

The facilities around Omaha Athletics received a major uplift during his 
tenure. Maverick Park opened in March of 2021 to rave reviews as the home to 
the Mavericks’ baseball and softball programs. Funding for the complex, which 
includes a 1,500-seat baseball facility and a 650-seat softball facility, were raised 
privately and provided both programs a permanent on-campus home for the 
first time. 

Another crowning achievement was the opening of Baxter Arena in 2015. 
Alberts directed efforts to secure community support and funding to build the 
on-campus arena, which allowed the nationally prominent hockey program to 
play on campus and also serve as the home of the men’s and women’s basketball 
and volleyball programs. Caniglia Field underwent renovations in 2012, making 
it one of the finest collegiate soccer facilities in the country, highlighted by a 
FIFA 2-star rated playing surface and one of the largest LED videoboards in a 
soccer-only college facility. 

Alberts’ work on behalf of hockey, UNO’s established Division | sport, also 
paid dividends. He successfully guided the Mavericks into the new National 
Collegiate Hockey Conference in 2013-14. The following year, Omaha reached 
the 2015 NCAA Frozen Four. 

In addition, Alberts and his team led Omaha Athletics into a partnership 
with Learfield, a national leader in the marketing of collegiate athletics, and 
developed Omaha Sports Properties. As the exclusive corporate sponsorship 
sales unit for UNO Athletics, Omaha Sports Properties further enhanced revenue 
and increased brand prominence locally, regionally and nationally. 

As part of UNO’s reclassification to Division I, Alberts oversaw the rebranding 
of UNO athletics with new primary and secondary logos and a greater focus on 
strengthening the Maverick brand both regionally and nationally. 

As a student-athlete, Alberts was an All-American on and off the football field 
as a Husker Blackshirt. He was Nebraska's first Butkus Award winner in 1993, 
helping Coach Tom Osborne's Huskers to an undefeated regular season and 
an Orange Bowl appearance against Florida State. A first-team All-American 
by every major publication in 1993, he was also the Football News National 
Defensive Player of the Year, the Big Eight Male Athlete of the Year, and the 
Big Eight Defensive Player of the Year. His No. 34 jersey was retired at the 1994 
Red-White Spring Game. In 2015, he was elected to the College Football Hall 
of Fame. 

Off the field, Alberts earned the NCAA‘s highest honor, The Today's Top 
Six Award. A three-time academic All-Big Eight honoree, he was a CoSIDA 
Academic All-American in 1993. He graduated from Nebraska before his senior 
season. 

Alberts was the fifth pick in the 1994 NFL Draft by the Indianapolis Colts 
and played for the Colts until 1996. Following his NFL career, he served as an 
analyst on college and professional football games for major national networks, 
including ESPN, CNN/SI and CBS Sports Network. 

Alberts and his wife Angela have three children - Chase, Ashtynne and 
Breanna.
